•bout ality yoart of ago. It la aoine- 
llmea Mini trial he la tho richest man 
In tba oil ouuolry, anil thlg pallinata of 
big arwaltii la baaed on the fact tbat ha 
cm n< K.i > i acr«a of land right on tha 
border of the rich doveloped oil terri- 
tory. Wella drilled on one edg-a of 
hla trnct baa proved abaoluUly that 
aoma of hla property la rulnable pe- 
troleum landa, and the auppoaltlon la 
that the great built ot hla 8,000 n.-n-a 
la equally good. If tbla be tho case, 
he la not only the rlebeat man In the 
oil regions, but he It a veritable 
Monte t'rlato. Ono of Clapp'a po- 
rullarltlea la that he will not aoll or 
Isaac aa acre of hla lrtoda. nor trill ha 
oparaU It htmaelf for oil. He haa 
beta paying heavy taxes on It for 
twonty years, and on aoma of It per- 
hapa for a longor time. The land 
la wholly unproductive aa It laya 
Nono of It la good for agricult- 
ural purpoaoa. A large part of it 
la timbered, but, aa he never rata a 
tree, he do -Ivei no income from thia 
source. Six thouannd acrca of thia 
land Ilea li Vonnngo County, and In 
aa wild and unbroken a eecllon of 
country almost as there la In the 
blalr, and yol without thore being 
any poaalb'o uae for them he boa 
built line roada and drlvoa all through 
hla landa. Many of theae roada nro 
Lulll through unforblddlng eeettona 
nnd consequently at groat expenae. 
l'n .n.l building baa long boon a hobby 
with Clapp. He has hla own theory 
about road building. Us Is his own 
engineer and never laya out n rood 
abovo a certain very low grade, and 
conacqucntly the hlghoat otthe mount- 
ainoua aootlona ot hla landa are 
reached by oasy grados. Some of 
theto roada wind around tho hill for 
tnlloa until tho aum mot la reached. 
Mono of thoao Ano roada go to any 
place In particular. Homo of thom 
end abruptly In tho wooda and have 
remained In this uncompleted con- 
dition (or yonrs, while he goes ahead 
building ronda In other pnrla of hla 
forost lands. All theso ronda atnrt 
from Clapp'a prlvato roatdonoo ut tbo 
river, a building which In lUolf lllua- 
traton the pc.-ttUiirlllua of tho builder. 
Clapp bullda hla flno roada mostly 
' by employing man who come along 
looking for work, nnd oa hla genoros- 
lty In this particular la wldoly known 
ho has a front many applicants. It la 
thought by aomo.tbnt he bullda thoao 
roada to give omploymonl to Idle men, 
and for no othor ronaon. Not wlah- 
lng to glvo money dlroot and rccolvo 
no equivalent, thua Inviting Impo- 
altlon fr hi unworthy persona, he aeta 
them to work quarrying stono nnd 
working on hla roads. Bo this as It 
may, ho bai got many miles ol nisg- 
niflcont driveways through a lnrge 
scope of country thnt Is almost Inac- 
cessible. Neurly all of theso roods 
i rons wild streams, and a groat deal ot 
masonry la necessary tor bridge build- 
ing. The stone-work In ena of thoso 
brldgea nlono cost him fa, 000. The 
alone vras all qiiarriod on hla own 
Innd, and this simply rnproeontod tho 
actual labor. Along hla roada at 
Intervals he has erected fine waterlng- 
troughe for horaea. Thoso are 
put up In the moat approved rann- 
ner. All are built high enough 
'so the horaoa can drink without tha 
driver gutting out ot tho vohlclo to 
lot down Ihu oheck-roln- Some ot 
thoso troughs nro carvod out of solid 
rook. Tho drat one of thoao thnt tho 
travoler on counters Jn nicunding the 
rlvor hill trom Clapp'a roaldonce has 
n largo sign arocted tome sixteen feet 
above It, bearing. In large, block let 
tort, the appropriate logond: "Horso'a 
Uollght."

Oao of the quoer things which Clnpp 
hits done, unU for which hla moat In- 
timate friends can glvo no explana- 
tion, wna tho purchasing of a store 
II led with me chundlso. locking It up 
juat aa it atood. and never ullowing It 
to be oponed again for bus'.nca... Thia 
wna oljjkt or ton yearn BajpXi and the 
gooda aro .till In the building, touie 
13,000 worth, and all of 11 molding aad 



rotting nwiiy. A man who clerked In 
tho store at the time It was ao alrange- 
ly lockod up haa told the writer all 
that la known of the affair. The atore 
la locntoil at IYosldeut, not far from 
Clapp* 1 roaldonce. It wae tlio only 
■tore for aovural miles around, nnd 
the country people came long dlatancoa 
to trade. The buaineaa done was light, 
bcrntiao tho country la very aparsely 
aotll.'d. thero not being n house In sev- 
eral miles. Still, thero wan some busl-' 
nasa all tha time, und II Is not thought 
tho alore was closed on account of the 
light trade. It would bo more like 
Clapp to koep It opan for tho bonaflt of 
the public, although he lost money by 
ao doing. This acorns to have beoii tho 
spirit that moved him In tho building 
of so many mlioa of free roada. He 
hud n partner iu hi* atore. nnd it the>o 
wae nny trouble between tbe two men 
It wuo uot apparent One morning he 
came int.. tho etoro and aald to tho 
clerk:

ahelvoa Inside Clapp la not u man 
who tells hla affairs to anybody, but 
quite the reverse, and. understanding 
him thoroughly In this respect, no ono 
La likely to ask him any questions In 
regard to tbe cloaing of tho atore, nnd 
it la not likely that any one will ever 
know any moro about it than is known 
now, which Is ].rui-lieally nothing. 

Although Clapp haa spool hundreds 
of thouaanda ot dollara In building 
roada from l'roaldenl, tbe place coa- 
sltta virtually of one house, and that 
the huuee In which ho Uvea There 
are perhapa bait a dogen cheap bouses 
In the vicinity, togother with the bar- 
ricaded etora, but the only house ol 
valuo la Clapp'a rcaldcnce. This 
la an ordlnary-appoarlng country 
house, frame, paluled white, and 
two storl.n high. It la old- 
faahioned, even to tho porch 
extending along the front, and 
hna the appoarunce of a house that 
cost not over $1,000 to build. It la a 
bouso, however, that cost many thou- 
sand dollara — how many nobody 
knows. Tbo houan standi on tho bank 
of Iho river. In a vory coosplcuous lo- 
cality, and la euro to be noted by tho 
travoler along tho Alloghony. Thore 
Is a cellar under the entire house, nnd 
the masonry In tho walls Is aomethlng 
marvoloua Clapp will enow an occa- 
sional vleitor over the houso, but In 
bis ordinary moods ho la not particu- 
lar to gratify nnybody'a curioalty 
about It. ludoed. If ho suspueted any 
caller ot nny curiosity in tho mutter 
bo would not bo pernilltod to too tho 
houae under any clrutnstuiiccs. To 
all questions as to tho cost of tho 
boyse he has ono form ula: "This 
houso is all paid lor." He la :nown to 
have told one vlallorthat tlia masonry 
In the cellar walla cost him (10.000. 
Clapp'a love ol plenty ol puro water la 
aeen In this house, whuro thoro is run 
nlng spring water In ovory room. The 
water Is brought down trom the hille 
back of the house, by a system ol plpos, 
and tho supply is novor lulling, winter 
or summer. 

It waa anld thnt Clnpp rcltisod to 
aoll or leaso any part ol his big tracts 
of land. Thia la not literally true. 
Of blaR.000 ocrcs ho did some time 
ago lonao ifdO acres to an oil man. A 
woll or two was put down on thoso 200 
ao'-ea, and tho roault was satisfactory. 
Theae walla "teat," as the term la, a 
largo aoo|>e of territory, aud prove It 
to be good tor oil purposes. Notwlth- 
atanding thia bo rolusoa to ao'l orlouae 
any more, nnd regrets thnt he gave 
thia tease. Tba result ol thoao wella 
haa brought oil mon down on Clapp 
by the hundreds to eocuro leuaoe, but 
bo reluaea to leaso or soil on nny 
terma The Standard Oil Compuuy 
offorod him $7o0,0t<0 for n part of hla 
President tract, but ho doelinod to ac- 
cept it. He will put no prlco on the 
whole or part of It, but simply says It 
Isn't lor aulo or loose. To ono mun'a 
Inquiry na to what bo would do about 
giving him n amall lonee somowbere, 
he snld: 

"Well, I'll toil you. I'll do tor y tt u 
just whnt I did for n Tltusvlllo man 
who was hero to see mo this morning." 

"What was thntP" 

"Nothing." 

Oil men have given up all hope of 
gottlrrg nny thing from Clnpp. and 
have loft him to guard hla hidden 
mino of wealth. Ho has anld that 
when oil gota to bo ton dollars a bar- 
rel bo will opon It up hlnisolf. hut thia 
menus It will nover bo opened up while 
be la alive.— St Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat,

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 

Tho House tabled a bill to prohibit 
turkey-shooting matches. 

A joint committee was appointed 
Tuesday to investigate the lotteries. 

Mr. Smith, of Graves, has offered 
a bill to amend the general local op- 
tion law. 

Mr.Hindman introduced a bill to 
incorporate the Confederate State As- 
sociation. 

Senator Roborts introduced a bill to 
raise the pay of legislators from $5 to 
$U a day. 

Mr. Gay's bill reducing the number 
of guards for lunatics and convicts 
was tabled. 

Tho Senate passed tho House bill 
raising tho salary of tho State Treas- 
urer to $3,000. 

2Tho resolution to investigate the 
condition of lunatics in the county 
jails was adopted. 

Mr. Smith offered a joint resolution 
declaring the Legislature in favor 
of a western city for the World's Fair. 

A bitter fight is on over a proposi- 
tion of Mr. Goobelto reduce tolls on 
the Cincinnati and Covington brnlges 
from 7 to 5 cents. 

Capt. Ed. Porter Thompson has 
been elected Librarian to fill the un 
expired term till June 1, at which 
time Mrs. Day's two years' term be- 
gins. 

Mr. Myers proposes to protect the 
secrecy of telegraph messages, mak 
ing it a finable offense for any opera- 
tor to divulge the contents of a pri- 
vate dispatch. 

Mr. Hardin wants to make it unlaw- 
ful for any person to employ an in- 
fant under 18 years old to act as tele- 
graph operator, or to permit such to 
act as such. 

The Typographical Union of Frank 
fort has asked tho Legislature to in 
crease the rate of compensation for 
public printing from 40 to 60 cents 
per 1,000 ems. 

Mr. Robert bill providing tor the 
addition of hard labor to the sentences 
of all persons given terms in county 
jails has been passed by the House. 
It is a good bill. 

Tho donation by Mrs. Bunch, of 
Henderson, of a portrait of Maj. 
PhiUip M. Barbour, a gallant Ken 
tucky officer killed at Monterey, was 
acknowledged by both Houses. 

Mr. Smith, of Graves, has intro- 
duced a bill amending tho act govern- 
ing the Railroad Commissioners. It 
prohibits rebates, prevents cut rates 
from being given favored slippers, 
enlarges the powers of the Commis- 
sioners generally and increases tho 
clerkship allowance from $800 to 
$1,000. 

The Governor transmitted a copy of 
Treasurer Sharp's bond. Tho sureties 
are J. W. Rodes, M. C. Alford, D. T. 
Frazee, J. W. Cliristian, James H. 
Mulligan, Win. H. Cheppes, Milton 
Young, S. C. Lyne, C. W. Foushee, 
Wutts Parker, L. M Land, John S. 
Phelps, J. R. Morton, J. T. Slade, O. 
P. Alford, A. N. Waruock and L. 
Sharp. 

The Jackson investigation has made 
some progress this week. Joe Alt- 
shelor of the Courier-Journal, testified 
to the suppression of the Mazzoni ar- 
ticlo by Messrs. Kohn and Parsons, 
who procured a written order from 
Mr. llaldeman. Judge Jackson him 
self was put on the stand. Following 
is his statement about tho Mazzoni 
case: "Tho order releasing the crimi- 
nal was made by mo upon the recom- 
mendation of Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Parsons. It was just after the 
business of the court, when I was 
about stepping out of my seat , that 
.Mr. Parsons called my attention to the 
fact that a person was about to die in 
juil. I did not catch the name clearly 
but Mr. Parsons moved that judgment 
l>o suspended. Tukiug it for granted 
that tho prisonor had been convicted 
at the present term and that it would 
be an act of humanity to lot the man 
die in the bosom of his family, I told 
him to roduco his order to writing; 
that I was about loaving tho court- 
room then, but ho could find me and 
I would Bigu the order. I did not see 
Mr. Parsons until tl e next day, when 
I was with Deputy Sheriff Bote; we 
met Messrs. Parsons and Kolin, and 
tho latter invitod us to to toko dinner 
with him at Seelbach's aud wo wont 
Mr. Parsons said ho had written out 
the order, which he had spoken of the 
day before." 

He denied having anything to do 
with the suppression of the report 
His statement to the reporter that he 
knew nothing about the release, was 
because he did not catch Mazzoni's 
name and did not know he had re 
leased Steve Holcomb's assailant. As 
soon as his attention was called to the 
matter he hod declared the onLr void 
and Mazzoni was re-arrested. The 
committee has decided to hold its fu 
tine meetings in Louisville. 



THE HOPKINSVILLE WARD BILL 



Sperker Reed carried out his threat 
Wednesday to count Democrats 
present who refrained from voting, 
whou tho first of tho contested election 
cases was called. His ruling stirred 
up a hornet's uost and such a scene 
has not Ijeen witnoseed in the House 
for years. Carlisle, Brcckcuridge, 
Crisp, Bland, McMillan and others 
denounced Reed in the severest terms 
and forcod him to give them a hear- 
ing. Carlisle and Crisp made great 
spoechos and Reed replied trying to 
justify his revolutionary proceedings. 
McMillan declared that if Rood re- 
corded him as participating in the pro- 
ceedings it would be a lie and an in- 
famy. The House finally adjourned 
without a vote on the appeal. Reed 
may be sustained, but he has found 
out that ho has a very lively minority 
to handle. 



Chapter 46. 
An art to amend an act entitled 
"An Act to amend aud reduce into ono 
tho several acts concerning the town 
of HopkinsviUe," approved April fifth, 
One Thousand Eight Hundred ami 
Seventy; and to divido the city of 
HopkinsviUe into wards, and to pro 
vide for couucilmen. 

Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky. 

Section one : That tho city of Hop- 
kinsviHo shall bo and is hereby divided 
into seven distinct and separate 
waids, which shall be known ns the 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth. 
Sixth and Seventh wards respectively. 
Tho said wards shall bo included 
within the following boundaries, name 

First: -All that portion of tho said 
city of HopkinsviUe included within 
tho following boundary shall be called 
and known as the "First Want 
Banning on the rivor at tho foot of 
Second street, thence eastward with 
Second to Clay street, thence south 
ward with Clay to Seventh street, 
thence westward with Seventh street to 
tho river, thence up tho river to the 
beginning. 

Second:-AU that i»rtiou of the 
said city of HopkinsviUe included 
within thofoUowing boundary shall 
be called and kuowu as the "Second 
Ward": Beginning on tho river af 
the foot of Seventh street, thence 
eastward with Seventh to Railroad 
street, thence southward with Rail- 
road to Fourteenth street, thence 
westward with Fourteenth Street to 
Clay street, thence southward with 
Clay street to Fifteenth street, thence 
westward with the line of Fifteenth 
street and with Fifteenth street aud 
the Canton rood to the city limits, 
thence with the city limits northward 
to the river and up the river to the 
beginning. 

Third:— AU that portion of said city 
of HopkinsviUe included in the fol- 
lowing boundary shall bo colled and 
known as the "Third Ward": Begin- 
ning at the intersection of Ninth and 
Railroad streets, thence with Rail- 
road street southward to the city lim 
its, thence with the city limits east- 
ward to Ninth street, thence with 
Niuth street westward to the begin 
ning. 

Fourth:— All that portion of said 
city HopkinsviUo included within the 
following boundary shall be called 
and known as the "Fourth Ward": 
Beginning at tho intersection of 
Fourth and Clay streets, thence with 
Fourth streot eastward to its intersec- 
tion with Seventh street, thence east- 
wardly with Seventh streot to the city 
limits, thence in a southerly direction 
with tho eastern boundary of said city 
to Ninth street, thence with Ninth 
street wostwardly to Railroad street, 
thence northwardly with Railroad 
street and the LouisviUe and Nash- 
vUle Railroad to Seventh street, tlionce 
wostwardly with Sovonth street to 
Clay street, thence northwanl with 
Cloy street to the beginning. 

Fifth: -All that portion of said city 
of HopkinsviUo included within the 
foUowing boundary shaU bo called 
aud known as tho "Fifth Ward;" Be- 
ginning at tho foot of Second streot 
on the river, thence eastward with 
Second street to Clay street, thence 
southward with Cloy to Fourth street, 
thence eastward with Fourth street to 
the intersection of Seventh streot, 
thence eastward with Seventh street to 
the city boundary, thence westward 
with the city boundary to tho river, 
theuco down the rivor with its mean- 
ders to the beginning. 

Sixth: -All that portion of tho city 
of HopkinsviUo included in tho follow- 
ing boundary shall bo called and 
known as the "Sixth Ward:" Begin- 
ning at the intersection of Railroad 
and Fourteenth streets, thence with 
Fourteenth street westward to Clay 
street, thence southward with Clay 
streot to tho line of Fifteenth street, 
thence westward in a lino with Fif- 
teenth street and with Fifteenth street 
and the Canton Road to the city 
Ixjundary, thence southward oud east- 
ward with tho city boundary to tho 
track of tho LouisviUe & Nashville 
Railroad, thence with said railroad 
to the beginning. 

Seventh:— All that portion of said 
city of HopkinsviUe included within 
the following boundary shall lie called 
and known as the "Seventh Ward:" 
Beginning at the intersection of tho 
LouiavUleand Nashville Railroad with 
the northern boundary of tho city of 
HopkinsviUe at tho railroad bridge, 
thence with the line of the city lxnin- 
dary northwest, southwost and south- 
ward to tho rivor, thence up tho river 
with its meanders to tho beginning. 

Section two:- The legislative pow- 
ers of tho said city shall be vested in 
Seven Councilmcu, whoso qualifica- 
tions shall bo the same as now provid- 
ed by law, and each of the said wards 
shaU be entitled to one and only one 
member of the Board of Councilmon 
of the said city, who shall at the time 
of his election and meml)ership lie n 
bona fide resident of the ward from 
which he shaU bo elected. In case 
of his removal from the ward from 
which ho is chosen, his office shall be 
declared vacant, and the vacancy filled 
as now provided br law. 

Section theee:— The several voting 
places of the said wards shall be as 
follows: For the First Ward, at the 
City Court House; for tho Second 
Ward, at Hipkins' Livery Stable; for 
the Third Ward, at the Planters 
Warehouse; for the Fourth Ward, at 
Wheeler's Warehouse; for the Fifth 
Ward, at the Rock Bridgo Stemmory, 
on North Main Street; for the Sixth 
Ward, at E. L, Foulks' Coal Yard; 
for the Seventh Ward, at Armstrong's 
Livery Stable, near Seventh Streot 



Bridge; but the Board of Couucilmen 
may from time to time change thoso 
several voting places, or any of them 
in thoir discretion. Provided, that the 
votes of tho voters of the several wards 
ulxno enumerated shall ill uo election 
for city officers be taken, recorded or 
leeeived, outside the limits of the par 
tioulnr ward In which such voter or 
voters shall reside at tho time. 

Section i\>i r: — It shall be unlaw- 
ful at any election forCouncilinen, for 
tho voters of the several wards above 
enumerated, to vote for any candidate j 
or porsou for Councilmon of the said 
city except one; aud such candidal 
or person so voted for for said office 
of councilman. shaU bo a resident of 
the ward in which such voter ro- 
sidos. 

Section five: — No person shall Iki 
doomed a qualified voter for the office 
of Councilman of said city who has 
not beon for at least sixty days next 
preceding the election, a bona fide 
resident of tho word iu which he pity- 
poses to vote. 

Section six: — Sub-section first of 
section thirteen of t r', icle tluoj and 
tho words "When laid off and estab- 
lished by the Board of Coiuicihnen as 
hereinafter provided," in tho first sec- 
tion of said article three of the act of 
which this i:i an amendment, ore here- 
by repealed; aud hereafter the Board 
of Counrilmen of said city shall have 
no authority to divide or sub-divide 
said city into ward*. 

Section seven: - This act shall take 
effect from and after its passage, pro- 
vide that the term of office of the 
present Board of Councilmon shall 
remain as now fixed by law. 

Section eioht:— AU laws and parts 
of laws in ooufliot with this act arc 
hereby repealed. 
Approved Jan. 22-ad 1890.

There are many towns in the 
wiwt which are prospering under the 
iutluenco of similar enterprises and 
then" is no reason why Hopkinsvillo 
should not do as they do. The pro- 
ject should receive a careful consider- 
ation from the |woplo.

An loLrostlaf Cosupll.tlon of Household 
Faot aod Katie,-, 

i'lio most successful method of de- 
stroying black an t h that infest a house 
is to pour kerosene down their holes, 
which will be found near the house 
somowhere. Sot it on fire, and cover 
over all a wot pad or old blanket In 
this way a complete colony may be 
wiped out 

In putting down carpets If care is 
exercised in thoroughly drying tho 
floors beforehand, tho moths will not 
be so liable to bother in tbe house. 

When making frosting in warm 
weather, sot the whites of the eggs on 
Ice for a Bhort tlmo before using. 

No matter how largo the spot of oil. 
any carpet or woolen stuff can be 
cleaned by applying buckwheat plen- 
tifully and faithfully, brushing it Into 
a dust- pan after a short time, and put- 
ting on fresh until tbe oil hai all dis- 
appeared. 

Every mother knows how difficult It 
is to cloan the baby'B linger-naits. Hy 
folding some tissue paper into aBharp 
point and whon using It calling the 
attontlon of the baby to something 
else, this simple task: can be easily 
pcrforraoi. The papor Is so soft that 
It doev not hurt the tender flesh, yot It 
Is sufficiently Arm to removo every 
particle of dirt 

Lard may be made perfectly sweet 
by bjlllng a pared potato In It 

After boating an egg thoroughly lu a 
bowl, add a cup of cold water and uso 
enough of thli to wet your eofleo when 
making. Keep it In a cool place and so 
wasto no more egg by drying. 

Willow furniture should be scrubbed 
well with salt and water, appllod with 
a nail brush, to clean it Dry it thor- 
oughly. 

Cups and saucers stained with tea 
may be mado bright again by using 
damp salt. 

Placing a plocc of zinc on the live 
coals In a stovo or grnto Is an oasy 
way to clean a sooty chimney. 

A largo proportion of tho "currant 
jelly" sold to hotol-keopors and bakers 
Is said to be manufactured from gluten 
and acldt colored to rosomblc some- 
what the genuine articlo. As It can 
bo bought for about four cents a 
pound, and "answers tho purpose" 
as well as tho mo -e costly genuine 
jelly, tho latter is not In groat de- 
mand. 

Kcrosono oil should bo kopt for uso 
in air-light closed vessels. A large 
quantity Is best kept In a well-corked 
can. p o,lded wltn a faucet an Inch 
o • two from the bottom, so that tho 
oil can bodrawn off as required without 
disturbing tho sotllmont which usually 
collects on the bottom of iho vessol. 
Tho oil for dally u.e should be kept in a 
small can, kept corkoJ at the neck aud 
spout If either cork bo left out for a 
day or two. tbe oil will burn dull and 
cuke on tho wick, especially if the 
keroseue Is kept in a warm piaoe. 

If tho eggs you havo to u.e tor frost- 
ing are uot quite as fresh as you 
oottlJ d i-lrj. a ninth o( salt will make 
them U.u .l,.1ly. — ItoBlon liudgot

—The Transvaal Yolksraad has sp 
proprlated 1100.000 for the endow- 
ment of the ilrst college of tho lto- 
publlo. 

—Mount Union Collogo. Ohio, re- 
cently put women on Its baard of trus- 
tees, among them Miss Francos E. 
Wlllard. 

— The effort to effect a union bo* 
tweea the United Church of Christ 
In Japan and tbe Congregational 
churches of that empire has failod. at 
least for the present. 

— Southeastern Milne has somo 
rather vcnorablo academies. Thnt at 
South Berwick was incorporated lu 
1791 and those at Fryeburg and East 
Machias the year following. 

—The city of Now York bits 600 Sun- 
day-schools, with a totul of 187.000 
scholars and teachers. Philadelphia 
has 616 Sunday-schools, with a totul 
of 19S.80'. teachers and scholars. 

— The seminary for girls rocontly 
completed by the Chorokoe Nation has 
all the modern oonvenlencss except 
elevators and olectrlo lights. Four 
Cherokee girls will act as tcachara. 

—The Nashvlllo Christian Advocato 
says: "The African Methodist church, 
which has not a whito man ninon; its 
members or any organic relations with 
any white church organization, re- 
ports a membership ol 4 i J. 000." 

— The roport of the l'rlmltlvo Meth- 
odist Sunday-school Union, of En- 
gland, shows that there are 4.2:).' 
schools In the denomination, this be- 
ing an Increase of 48 osor la.t yoar. 
Thero are 62,083 teachers and 430,614 
scholars. 

— There are now 600 American 
schools In Turkey, all of which, except 
ono, are open dally. An order wus 
recently made by tho Turkish Govern- 
ment prohibiting any interference 
with tho schools, which has boon im- 
peded and interfered with by tho local 
authorities. 

— ThoW. C T. U. parlor In tho 
Anna M. Kellogg ttasstisl Hull, ut 
Chautauqua, was recently formally 
dedicated. This building, with lis 
furnishings and grounds, la to be used 
for women's classes, meetings and in- 
terests, and is' the loving tribute of a 
philanthropic sou to a noble mother. 

—The Icelanders are numerouj 
enough In this country and Canada to 
maintain a distinct and vigorous re- 
ligious organisation of their own. It 
la called the Icelandic Lutheran church 
of America, consists of twenty-two 
congregations, and has just held Its 
fifth annual conference at Argyle, in 
Manitoba 

— An examination of 612 pupils of 
Memphis public schools showed only 
fivo per cent to be near-sighted, but 
other defects of vision existed in six 
t jen per cent About New York it is 
much more common than formcr'y 
to see children wearing glassos, but 
this Is In part due to the Increase of 
visual defects and partly to tho fat t 
thnt physicians and parents are giv- 
ing more attention to such defects 
than thoy used to. 

—To-day 34 missionary societies aro 
at work In Africa, and all its 200,000.- 
000 souls nro practically within tho 
reach of Christian mlsslonB; 33 soci- 
eties have begun work in China, and 
all its 3o0,003,000 souls may bo visit- 
ed with tho messngo of the Cospol; 
more than 50 societies have entered

and Japan are filling with mission 
churches and mission schoola Prac- 
tically the whole world is open, and 
the grandest day of opportunity for 
tbe kingdom ot God that thu earth has 
ever seen has fully dawned.

HOME. FARM AND GARDEN. 

—Tho earliest lima beans should be 
lert to dry on a fow vines to bo 

gatho.-ed for seed noxt yoar. 

— Ono advantage to bo derived from 
mulching amall fruit struwberrlos, 
etc., It that It koops thorn buck In tho 
spring and there U leas ifungor from 
frosts. 

—Tho tomato aoason can bo pro- 
longed if perfectly green ones aro 
carefully picked and placed on a dark 
•belt. They will ripen thoroughly, 
and be sweet flavored. 

—Beets, carrots and parsnips should 
not bo stored until tho woathor be- 
comes qulto cool. All root crops can 
endure a alight frost and keep best 
when stored Into In the season. 

— It Is stated hy an oxporioncod 
market gardouor that the liberal uso 
of wood ashes, well harrowed In, Is 
tho best romojy against ruveges of 
the onion maggot and cut-worm. 

—In growing vegetables of any sort 
for shipping to market It Is always 
good rulo to plant largely of thoso 
with which the murkot wns over- 
stocked tho last aoason. and less large- 
ly of thoso which then ruled highest 
in price. 

— Troos for tho garden should be 
well cut back. For the fle'd they 
should be cut back In a mannor to 
low of horse cultivation when Iho 
trees begin to bear. Cutting back the 
peach the first twb years makes the 
treo very stocky and compact 

— A very profitable meana of utilis- 
ing houao-stops and tho water used un 
wash* day Is to put them on the gar- 
den. Such plants as asparagus aud 
rhubarb require plenty of moisture to 
make a rapid growth, and these fluids 
furnish both moisture and plant-food 
In Its most available form, 

— Ptune Pudding— Stew one-half 
pound of the boat French prunes very 
soft, remove tho stones and break 
them up fino, odd one-half a cup of 
powdorod sugar or loss as needed; 
boat stiff tho whites of six eggs, and 
stir lightly into the fruit put in a 
basin and bake fifteen minutes; eat 
cold with whipped cream or a custard 



—Before hard frosts, the celery 
ihould be transferred to tho cellar. 
Puck the roots In wet sand, setting tho 
bunches close together In a box deep 
suough to contain thom eutlro. If the 
.Wry Is not cut too close, tho roots 
will throw out bonder shoots toward 
spring, and will furnish you with 
itvcral messos. Keep the sand wet 
lu't do n il wet the tops. 

—In preparing ripe tomatoes to be 
eaten ruw, they should bo kept cool 
and sliced just before sending to the 
table. No vinegar should bo put on 
them until thoy are ready to be eaten, 
as tho aold in tho vinegar softons tho 
tomato If allowed to stand even a short 
time. Salt will draw Ihi Juices out 
and apoila the flavor also If it Is put 
on any length of tlmo boforo they are 
oaten. —Farm and Home. 

—Graham Muffins.— Tako one and a 
half toacupfuls each of Graham dour, 
or the entire wheat flour, and sou - 
tnlik, oae toaspoonful salt, and a 
rounded teaspounful of soda. Dis- 
solve the lattor In a Uttlo frilling 
water beforo stirring It Into the milk; 
add tho meal and aalt stir well to- 
gether, and pour into hot. greased 
gem pans. Bake fifteen or twenty 
minutes In a quick oven. 

—It requires only a fow red raspber- 
ry plants to afford a large supply of 
fr .lit, and tho plants quickly become 
very thick in Iho rows, The wood of 
thu old cones la cut out du lng the 
winter and the new canes topped off 
In tho spring. To have large, weli- 
flavorod ruspborrlos use plenty of ma- 
utiro aruund the canos, and once a 
year give thom un application of wood 
ashes. An occasional picking of fruit 
may bo mndo until frost as the canos 
bear for a much longor period than 
the rogtilar period of harvesting the 
fruit Tno bettor tho cultivation and 
the dehor the aull lha largir tho fruit

Undor the protection of Juno 1) >ml- 
duca (the homo loudor) she pussexl 
through tho stroels, utcompar.led by 
her friends, and lighted on hor wuy 
with torchca. By her aids walked a 
young boy, carrying un open basket 
in which thert lay a hank ol wool, a 
distaff and a spindle, for spinning was 
tho great duty of tho Komnn matron 
of tho Republic. To bo a good spinner 
was a gjru In hor crown of virtues. b£ 
tho sldo of chastity and frugality, aud 
tho emblems of this occupation were 
hold In honor, oven at Iho timos when 
the chosen pursuits ot wotnon were 
very different Arriving nt Iho door 
of hor new houio sho found It wroalhod 
wilh flower, in honor of thu festive 
occasion. On Iho doo -posts sho hung 
fillets of wool and anointed tbom with 
oil as a symbol. It would seem, of 
fo tlltty. Sho uns then liflodover tbe 
threshold, a custom in which we may 
see a survival of tho time whon wives 
wore habitually stolen from neighbor- 
ing tribes and curried by force to 
their husband's bouse. In the atrium 
the bridegroom received hor. banded 
to her a key as the sign ul her rule In 
the house, and ufforcl her Are and 
water to represent the necessaries of 
life which wore at her disposal. An- 
swering t j the fixod formula Id which 
ho uddroseed hor, asking a ho she was, 
sho replied: "Whore you are Calus 
thero I am Cala," as wo might say: 
"Your peoplo shall bo my people, 
your house my house and your life my 
Ufa " The pair Ihcn ant side by aide 
on two chaira covered with the fleece 
of a sheep and tho priest joined their 
hands. The marriage contract, fixing 
the amount of the dowry and tbe mi do 
of ita administration, was then signed 
and a banquet followed, during which 
five wax candles were burned, while 
from the walls tho waxen masks of the 
husband's ancestors, docked for the 
occasion with fluwers. looki-d down 
from their open cupboards with ap- 
proval.— National Review.
